CUBA, ENGLAND. AND UNITED 


STATES. 


It has been asserted our government 


would interfere should Cuba proceed and 
join in with England in ^^ commercial 
troaty, which would enable England in 
suoa'it, e.asc to claim at our hands every 
advantage granted in the 
concessions 


given Cuba, and in return given by Cuba 
to us in the reciprocity legislation of j 
last session of congress. But the best ; 
informed *ay wo will do nothing of this : 
sort, that our treaty with Cuba and the 
j 


Tlatt amendments do not cover such ; 
cases of commoroial treaties, though auoh | 
would cover should Cuba make any po- | 
litical alliances or pormit the entry of 
a foreign power on her soil, or should 
a foreign power threaten Cuba we could 
and would interfere at once. 


What we. will do should Cuba enter 


into such treaty with England as is pro- 
posed is very simple. When the pres- 
ent troaty with Cuba expires 
which 


gives such favorable opportunities to the 
people of both countries, on December 
17th, IPOS, we will not renew it, that 
is all. 
11 would not be good business 


policy it is nrgued. for with any such 
treaty as is now being negotiated be- 
tween Cuba and England, with its for- 
mal emaetmenl, we will be obliged to 
nlso give England precisely the same 
concessions regardless of whether or not 
England gives us any in return. 
Our 


contention in nil these reciprocity cases 
Is that favored nations clause docs not 
apply unless the said nations reciprocate 
in an equally favorable manner with us. 


LA-i explained in one of the Curtis let- 


ici'-i in the Kccord-Kerald in the treaty 
now in force between Cuba and this 
country: 
"All articles of merchandise 


being the product of the soil or industry 
of Cuba are admitted into the United 
States either free of duty or at n re- 
duction of 20 per cent below the regu- 
lar rates imposed by the Dingley law. 
On the other hand, all products of the 
United States are to have similar advan- 
tages in the Cuban customhouses. Ma- 
chinery and other articles ot iron, s-.tecl 
and copper, glass, -whisky, brandy, salted 
lish, poultry and earthen ware have a 
reduction of 25 per cent below the reg- 
ular duties; butter, 
(lour and 
other 


breadstuff's, drugs, malt liquors, linen, 
paper and stationery, cotton goods, cut- 
lery, boots and shoes, gold and silver- 
plated ware, preserved vegetables and 
fruits and a long list of other articles 
have a reduction of 30 per cent: while 
knitted goods, chouse perfumery, watches 
and jewelry, woolstutls and other arti- 
crlea enjoy a reduction of 40 per cent. 


Thorc is no doubt that this treaty 


has been of enormous value to both 
countries and it certainly has harmed 
no one. The beet sugar manufacturers 
of Michigan. Colorado and California, 
and the cane growers of Louisiana, who 
•fought it so desperately, have not been 
ruined, by any means, although they 
pretended to fcur that they would be. 
Thoy are not only paying as big divi- 
dends a» before, but the control of the 
boet sugar industry has practically pass- 
ed into the hands of the HUjar trust 
nnd is) managed by the Tavemeyers. The 
retail price of sugar has been kept up: 
it. varies but little at our groceries, not- 
withstanding

1ms been invested in Cuban sugitv plan- 
tations and other industries on the is- 
land, so that our own people are get- 
ting a large share of this prosperity. 
And. as you can sec by Ihe increase in 
trade, our merchants and manufactur- 
ers at home are reaping 
a rich and 


growing harvest from that country. Cu- 
ba could not live without our market, 
and must make every sacrifice to keep 
it. The markets of Great Britain are 
comparatively unimportant. 
We take 


$15 worth of her products for every dol- 
hir's worth that she sells to Great Brit- 
ain:'but, on the other hand. Great Brit- 
ain is our most serious competitor in 
the Cuban market, and sells there near- 
ly one-half as much as 
the 
United

Our export trade to Cuba, however, is

ports of merchandise from the United 
States to Cuba have increased from $20,- 
013,739 during the first eight months of 
1004 to $27,S71,40i" t'or the same period 
in 1905. The increase is shown in Hour, 
corn, coal, cotton, fabrics, 
boots 
and 


shoes, petroleum, bueon, pork, lard lum- 
ber, machinery of every kind, carriages, 
furniture, paper and stationery, agricul- 
tural implements, naval stores, and al- 
most every other item on the long list. 
The largest article of import from Great 
Britain into Cuba is cotton goods, and, 
notwithstanding the fact thai the treaty 
j;ivpsi our manufacturers uu advantage 
of ;)0 and 40 per tent in duties over the 
cotton mills of England, the latter con- 
tinue; almost to monopolize the market.

LONDOK; Dec. 4.—The correspondent 


of the'Daily Telegraph at Tofcio sends 
a dispatch outlining the provisions of 
the Japanese budget. These include the 
withdrawal of the army in Manchuria at 
a cost of $190,000,000 and gifts to sol- 
diers and sailors approximating .$75,000,-

penditure called for will be $515,000,000, 
of which sum 3400,000,000 may be set 
down as the outcome of the war.

SESSION OF IMPORTANCE. 


The first session of the fifty-ninth con- 


gress has been looked forward to as one 
likely to be more than ordinarily event- 
ful. 
Pending matters of commercial and 


political interest have proved intensely 
attractive during the long recess. Col- 
umns of newspaper space have been, de- 
voted daily for many weeks to predic- 
tions of legislative battles that may be 
fought by factions interested in the out- 
come of demands for railroad regulation 
or legislation or on any one of a dozen 
public questions 
of equal importance. 


The matters to be urged upon the atten- 
tion of congress include the questions of 
protecting the interests of policy hold- 
ers in insurance 
companies, statehood 


for the remaining territories, Panama 
canal construction, immigration and this 
treatment of the Chinese under the pres- 
ent 
exclusion law. raising revenue 


against a possible de.ieit, control of cor- 
porations engaged in interstate business, 
corrupt use of money at elections, tariff . 
quest ion* and commercial competition 
with Germany, as well as the usual di- 
versified subjects which the various ex- 
ecutive, departments annually present to 
be reviewed by congress.

Ma- 
chinery and other articles of iron, steel 
and copper, glass, whisky, brandy, salted 
fish, poultry and earthen ware have a 
reduction of 25 per cent below the reg- 
ular duties; butter, 
Hour ami 
other 


breadstuff*, drugs, malt liquors, linen, 
paper and stationery, cotton goods, cut- 
lery, boots and shoes, gold and silver- 
plated ware, preserved vegetables and 
fruits and a long list of other articles 
have a reduction of 30 per cent: while 
knitted goods, cheese perfumery, watches 
and jewelry, woolstuffs and other arti- 
cles enjoy a reduction of 40 per cent. 


There i» no doubt that this treaty 


lias been of enormous value to both 
countries' ami it certainly lias harmed 
no one. Tho beet sugar manufacturers 
of Michigan, Colorado and California, 
and the cane growers of Louisiana, who 
fought it so desperately, have not been 
ruined, by any meiuis, although they 
pretended to fear that they would be.

Pure glycerin is much better than 
butter or grease, as it never turns ran- 
cid and thus avoids the chance of spoil- 
ing the flavor of the eggs.

This suggestion applies particularly 
to 


the r-oal situation, which is just now eriti- 
CM.], espeoin.lly as to bituminous coal. It 
i& impossible for the dealers to get coal 
cuongii to supply their contracts, and the 
railroads are so short a.a to bo almost 
crippled, and are confiscating the consign- 
ments of the dealers. A prominent coal 
man told your correspondent, the other 


1 day. that a snow storm of .wide extent 


j would be likely to so fancripple all of 


i the roads that it would be impossible for 
! them to move freight trains, because of 


lack of fuel. The coke situation which 
affects a great many manufacturing in- 
terests is as bad as the condition in soft 
coal. Primarily this whdlb condition i = 
attributed to the enormous congestion of 
business, in excess of the railways to han- 
dle. 


SUGAR BEET INDUSTRY. 


Tlic farmers in southeastern Wisconsin, 


•A'ho rnise sugar beets, arc taking a great 
inrere-st in the Philippines tariff reduc- 
tion proposition, that will come up at 
the approaching session of congress. 
Something over 2,000 farmers raise beets 
to furnish the supply for the Menomonie 
Falls sugar factory, and there arc now in 
the neighborhood of 8,000 farmers in the 
state, interested in this industr}-, who 
supply this factory, and those at Janes- 
ville. Chippewa Falls, and 
Menorninee, 


Mich., which is just, the other side of the 
state liiiB and gets the most of its bc-et 
supply from Wisconsin farms. A new fac- 
tory is building at Madison which will lie 
in operation next: season. 
This will add 


another 2.000 to the number of farmers 
interested.—in fact contracts are already 
being- made with them for' next year's 
supply. These fnrniers say'thnt the sug- 
iir tariff is one of the very'few that gives 
them direct protection and they fear the 
effect of a reduction upon the beet sugar 
industry. With such a large agricultural 
interest affected, Wisconsin congressmen 
are likely to know all about it from their 
constituents before the Philippines tarilt 
is amended. 


LARGE SUM INVESTED. 


The Wisconsin beet sugar industry is 


but four years oltl and it already repre 
sents a large 
investment. Xext year, 


with the. Madison factory running, the 
beet sugar product of Wisconsin 
will 


reach a total value of $2,500,000, or about 
one-third of the entire sugar consumption 
of the state. Of thin eum 90 per cent 
goes to labor and of that the 
farmers 


who rnisc the beets got two-thirds, the 
remainder going to the factory employes, 
to makers of barrels and bags, to stone 
quarries, and for supplies. The invest- 
ment in this nowly created beet sugar in- 
dustry amounts to $3,000,000. These fig- 
ures, which your correspondent gets from 
reliable sources, indicate the importance 
to which this comparatively new enter- 
prise haa attained in the short space of 
four years, and its continued growth, 
with present tariff conditions maintain- 
ed, is fully assured, for many Wicosnsin 
places are competing for the location of 
new factories and capital is ready for the 
investment, if congress docs not Wight 
the prospect.

28 which was the warmest day of the 
thirty, the mercury crawling up to (14 
degrees. But two days from the end oi 
the inopth of November such a temper- 
ature is remarkable. There was a gen-

brightly, giving to Kacine a springlike 
atmosphere that was thoroughly appre- 
ciated by thcj people. 


The following day, however, when the 


mercury crawled up it could get no high- 
er than 55 degrees and descended below j 
the freezing point as far ;is 21 degree*. 
The next day, Nov. 30, the last of the 
month, was fuir, but the atmosphere was 
chilled by a brisk wind from the north- 
west and tlie temperature ranged from 
M degrees to 2."> degree?. This was the 
coldest day of the entire month, but it 
w.as a day of Thanksgiving and every 
one was warm and well fed. During the. 
month there was no killing; frost, no 
thunderstorms, no hail and no sleet. 
Fifteen days of the month the wind was ! 
from a northwesterly direction: the rest ) 
i.f the time, it was from the other point? 
of the compass, west, south and east. 


I'LIIST REAL SNOWSTORM. 


I!acim>. had its first real snowstorm of 


the winter last night and while the full 
was not heavy it was enough to cover 
the city with a mantle of purest white.

women, their combined 


riches equal the enormous sum of $6,- 
740,000,000, which is an amount large 
enough to buy the whole of New York 
City at its present assessed variation. 
On this page is given a list of the one 
hundred richest individuals in tn~e 
e world, 


with their country, total fortune and 
how they acquired the vast suiiis they 
possess. 


From this list it will be seen that ex- 


actly half of the number arc Americans 
living in the United States. Of the oth- 
er half hundred, twelve are residents of 
England, seven live in Austria, six in 
ilussia, six in Germany, four in France, 
while Mexico, Belgium, Persia, Australia, 
South Africa and other countries aver- 
age from one to three each. 


It will also be seen that the four great- 


est producers oi privates fortunes in the 
world are oil, diamonds, gold mines and 
inheritance, in the order named, as rep- 
resented respectively by John D. Rocke- 
feller, Alfred Beit, J. B. Robinson and 
the Czar of Russia. The first three of 
these wealthy men dug out of the earth, 
virtually, $1,000,000,000, $500,000,000 and 
$400,000. The fourth, the Czar, inherit- 
ed $307,000,000. The fifth man on tlie 
list, Andrew Carnegie, made his $250,- 
000,000 out of steel, while the sixth, Wil-

exception of the Czar of Russia, the Aus- 
trian Emperor, Franz Josef, with «S1S5,- 
000,000 and King Leopold of Belgium and 
the Shah of Persia, with their $100,000,- 
000 apiece, the crowned heads of the 
world today cut rather a small figure 
in this company of the world's richest 
one hundred individuals.

King Edward, with but a million and a 
half, is hopelessly out in the cold, for it 
would bankrupt him to purchase even 
a two-thirds interest in the Fifth Ave. 
(Ne«p York City) residence which cost 
Andrew Carnegie $2.270,000. 


King Leopold of Belgium in this case 


Joes not properly come in the category 
of crowned heads, because much of his 
private fortune of $100,000,000 was made 
in the shrewdest of financial and com- 
mercial operations. 


Little Queen Wilholmipa's $25,000,000 


makes hi?r Jio more than ti "poor rela- 
tion" of William Rockefeller, tenth on 
the list, with $100,01)0,000. The Sultan 
of Turkey inhwited $65,000,000—but it 
is only by the grace of England that he 
is not among the Paris ''kings in exile" 
and a beggar. 


RICHEST WOJIEN IN WORLD. , •. 


The two richest women in the world 


arc Mrs. Hotty Grecu of New York and 
Miss Bertha Krupp. But while the lat- 
ter inherited her vast fortune of $40,- 
000,000 the lucky Hetty accumulated her 
$-15,000,000 through her own personal ef- 
forts as a flancier. The world does not 
furnish 
another 
example approaching 


hers. 


It is noteworthy, too, that while the 


majority of the great European private 
fortunes were inherited, most of the 
American ones were built up by their 
owners—the exceptions showing inheri- 
tances back no further than the third 
generation. 


Financially at le.ist, Uncle Sam is the 


proudest of all the 
national 
symbolic 


figures. 
The total number of all the 


world's millionaires is estimated at 10,- 
087, and of this number those of the 
United States represent almost exactly 
one-half—precisely 5,044. 


No private fortune in Asia is contain- 


ed in the list printed here, for the very 
good reason that no one knows accurate- 
ly anything about them. For instance, 
the late Li Hung Chang, China's great- 
est statesman and chief "grafter," is sup- 
posed to have left anywhere from .$300,- 
000,000 to $600,000,000; but who are his 
heirs and how many of them there are 
is information unobtainable. The siua- 
tion is the same respecting the Indian 
rajahs.

MILLIONAIRES IN OLD COUNTRY. 


Germany hits only about eight hun- 


dred millionaires, one hundred more than 
France. Norway and Italy are credited 
with two Vrteh, while Spain hns six and 
Portugal three. 


As lias been said, the inherited for- 


tunes in this country, compared with 
those in Europe, are exceedingly, few, 
and these reach back only three or four 
generations. Xo very rich families were 
original settlers—not even in Virginia, 
the most aristocratic of the colonies. 
The Virginians never found gold, though 
the earlier adventurers sought diligently 
for'it. 


But they were the first developers of 


the resources of the new land in a large 
way. 
In the course of a hundred years 


they gained through agriculture consid- 
erable wealth, but they spent it with 
careless prodigality. 


The real impetus toward the building 


of great fortunes started in the north- 
ern colonies, among the settlers for re- 
ligious freedom. In their struggles with 
an unkind soil and a rigorous climate 
these people cultivated habits of thrift, 
and industry which, three hundred year1: 
later, were to bring forth the Rocke- 
fellers. Their trials made of them fam- 
ous traders, manufacturers and commer- 
cial adventures. It was many years 
later that another class of settlers ac- 
quired the valuable tracts of land upon 
which were to be based practically the 
only large American fortunes which have 
provided later gencratioans with inher- 
ited fortunes. 


In the United States the fortunes un- 


der a million and above $100,000—the 
latter ample to provide an income for 
any 
family—dot 
the whole country 


many tiiues more thickly than do all its 
towns and villages, while in 
Europe 


there is no such general distribution of 
competencies. This fact takes most of 
the sting out of the charge that the 
United States in containing a majority 
of the world's multi-millionaires is the 
worst offender in the way of concentra- 
ing wealth.

"It 'seems that ,if the introduction of 


clothes may be expected to lower the 
health of Kaffirs and check their in- 
crease it can actually exterminate the 
people less robust. Probably the dviuk 
has been maligned for once; the charges 
of wiping out many 
curious human 


stocks should h,e,,transferred from his 
shoulders to those of the misguided phi- 
lanthropist and the enterprising trader 
who clothed their nakedness." - 


Sneaking from very wide- travel, the 


writer says he ha's no doubt-1 that naked 
metr':in general' suffer vastly"less from 
sickness than w'e. 


The1' sound health of the :*Kaffirs ex- 


plains the absence of decrepft'jind infirm 
ch'i.lSren among'them. TKe'..|ipttentots 
from^ihe lirst took to European ways 
.ani^'consoquent.ly pure-bred,,.Hottentots 
have almost vanished from the long-set- 
tled districts of Cape Colony. Amoug 
thcji^iidiaus of Minas Geraes4 Mr. Dent 
roundly assert?, "there is no- illness." 
The writer attributes the appalling in- 
crease of leprosy in South Africa to the 
adoption of clothes and other customs of 
the white man. 


HAVE MANY CENTENARIANS. 
The Kaffirs live to a great age. Thrco 


hundred centenarians are reported by 
the last census in Cape Colony—all but 
two being natives. 


"Other peoples unburdened with cloth- 


ing are very long-lived, especially the 
Indians of America, North and South. 
Tschudi declares that 130 years is "by 
no means singular" in Peru—"and they 
keep perfect health at that age, with un- 
impaired faculties." Both in Mexico and 
Peru Humbodlt was struck with the 
number of very old Indians, and the in- 
credible antiquity of some among them. 
He declared he had "very often teen 
them a hundred years old," in Mexico 
especially women. 


"That the naked races are physically 


stronger on an average will not be dis- 
puted," the writer apprehends, " by any 
experienced person. 
There may be ex- 


ceptions, but they must be sought with 
patience. It would not bo exaggeration 
to say that the average with most of 
them is equal to that of our trained 
athletes."

"Nakedness is the only condition uni- 


versal among vigorous and healthy sav- 
ages—at every other point, perhaps, they 
differ, ..But, most of us have quite forgot- 
ten that human beings, just like other 
animals, arc unprovided by nature with 
any sort of coverings. Respectable per- 
sons would be shocked and indignant at 
the suggestion that man was designed to 
go about his business "all face." 
We 


have reached the stage when a toddling 
child must be clothed from head to foot 
with an extra coat if it steps out of 
doors, with gaiters added when there is 
a wind. Until a few years ago it had 
bare legs at least—no great concession 
to the laws of nature, but even that is 
unusual now. 


"A baby's feet are cased in wool at a 


few days old and so remain, if the intel- 
ligent and careful mother hns her way. 
I remember Sir W. Thompson denoun'c- 


i ing this wicked stupidity 
in a speech 


which roused excitement at the time. He 
declared his mature conviction that half 
the ailments which afflict us in age are 
due to the persistent mufiliug of our 
feet in childhood. All parts of the body 
suffer, become enfeebled and prone to 
disease, when those impoi-tant members 
are not allowed free access to the air. 
Lately we have seen another effort of j 
common sense to assert itself. Children 
and even adults appeared in sandals. But 
a cry of indecency arose and the move- 
ment is almost spent."

the Black Hills, surrounded by prairie '

Koinestake mine at f.iead direct to ttio 
stale capiial. Pierre, and to the lusty 
towns and cities which have sprung up 
on the railroad lines which for a score 
of years paused at. the Missouri river. 


Soon the coal in Wyoming will be sent 


by direct routes to thestores and boilers 
of the coalless regions east of the Mis- 
souri. Soon the loug drives of sheep 
aud cattle from the ranches will be of 
the past. The 1'encele.ss range is being 
fenced aud the roundups soon will b8 
within pasture'post? and wires. 


The Milwaukee & St. Paul has built 


50 miles of line west of Chamberlain.

Therefore there now has begun tbe 


transformation of that great western 
half of South Dakota from Nebraska to 
North Dakota and from, the Missouri 
river to the Wyoming and Montana 
lines which so long has been "tbe cattle 
range." 


Little has been known, except to the 


cattleman and the sheepman, of this 


i great region of prairie butte, valley 


and river course. It was first mapped as 
part of the "Great American desert:," of 
which so much already has been trans- 
formed by the entrance of the railroads 
and the multitudes of pioneers they al- 
ways bring and usually precede. Nearly 
all of the region is certain to be settled 
upon and put. to use. 


However momentous in the history of i 


Dakota are the extensions now under 
construction and proposed by the Chi- ' 
rago & Northwestern jiml ihe Chicago, j 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railways as re- i 
gards wealth and population, one can- j 
not accept, the inevitable change with- j 
out lament far the free, wliole-hearteci, 
dare-devil days of the cattleman's su- 
premacy.

At the 'general roundup now : ars 


representatives of scores of fn^fvid- 
ual small ranchmen. The winter may 
have scattered the cattle from 
the 


Grand river, near North Dakota, to the 
Keya Paha river in Nebraska and ail 
the cattle must be found and each 
brand "cut out" to be driven to his 
summer pasture or to market. With 
the influx of settlers, hundreds of new 
fences will follow and the fr.ee range 
will be restricted to ever narrowing 
district, remotest from railroads. All 
this will still ru.rtb.er complicate the 
"roundups" for the cattlemen. 


The biggest fenced pasture of the Da- 


kota range now is that of the "Lemmon 
outfit" whose brand is "L7" and whose 
pasture 
comprises 
864,000 acres of 


Cheyenne and Standing CRock Indian 
lands. At times 30,000 head of the "L7" 
brand of steers have grazed within its 
fences. One could ride a week across 
this pasture. It is several days' journey 
from the home ranch buildings—a log 
house, log office, corral and store hoiine 
—to the "east pasture;" it is an equally 
long journey from th» south 
to the 


north fences. 


The day has corce when a knowledge 


of farming where the rainfall Bometimea 
is but 20 inches, knowledge of stock- 
breeding and sheep feeding will be more 
requisite on the range than a quick eye 
for the "C cross" brand on a bunch of 
stray horses or for the "Flying V" or 
"Midiron" on a running steer. The day 
has come when the ability "to ride any- 
thing on four legs" will not be prized so 
highly as ability to husk corn like a 
human tornado. 


The railroads paused on the border of 


the range until the time was ripe to 
cross, and now the road ranch may be 
nucleus fora town, at ths old stations on 
the Bismarck and the Deadwood trails 
many villages may spring up and neigh-
